The FPPC 
and turnpike bills already hav e 
cleared one chamber.

The bill is being backed by 
the school lobby in an effort to 
break down Lausche’s position 
that no more money is av a il­ 


able to m eet demands for larg­ 
er state subsidies to schools. 
If more money is collected 
the school interests maintain, 
a larger share of the addition­ 
al rev enue should go to th e 
schools. 
The increase would be due to 
admittedly more economic a I 
administration, the restoration 
of the present ex emptions on 
cigarets, beer, wine, l i quor, 
and casual sales.

u niform. 
As they reconstru cted ev ents, 
Jones killed on indu strial gu ard, 
a G erm an, who refu sed to coop­ 
erate with him when he demand­ 
ed a jeep at the motor pool.

took the gu ard’s carbine and 
drov e off in the jeep. He met a 
G erm an man with two women 
and w'hen they refu sed to get in 
the v ehicle as he demanded, po­ 
lice said Jones shot one woman 
fatally .

Police said the other German 
girl later escaped u ninju red bu t 
Jones ran down two girls before 
he was picked u p. One su ffered 
a broken leg and the oth e r a 
brain concu ssion.

THOUGH goiter is by far the 
most common disorder of the thy­ 
roid gland, it is not the only disease 
which can affect it. 
This butterfly-shaped gland at 
the base of the throat is also subject 
to inflammation which, in many in­ 
stances, may produce symptoms 
similar to those caused by toxic goi­ 
ter. Since, howev er, these disorders 
will not respond to the treatment 
for goiter, it is always necessary 
that they be correctly diagnosed 
before they can be dealt with suc­ 
cessfully. 


Root of Trouble 
One of the conditions in which 
inflammation of the thyroid gland 
occurs is known as subacute thyroid­ 
itis. Here it seems possible that an 
infection with a v irus may be at 
the root of the trouble. Symptoms 
include pain and tenderness in the 
thyroid gland, slight fev er, and an 
increase in the sedimentation rate, 
which means that the blood cells 


trag ic. 


|condition, the entire thyroid gland 
is usually inv olv ed. The disease 
starts gradually and again pro­ 
duces symptoms much like those in 
toxic goiter. The thyroid gland it­ 
self feels firm. This disorder also 
is treated with X-ray. If X-ray 
treatments do not cause the condi­ 
tion to subside, an operation is per­ 
formed and a portion of the thyroid 
gland remov ed. 


Affect* One Side 
Still another type of thyroid gland 
inflammation is called Riedel’s stru­ 
ma. This usually affects only on# 
side of the thyroid gland, causing 
hard swellings. The gland is usually 
fastened to the surrounding tissues. 
In most cases, there is pressure of 
the thyroid gland on the surround­ 
ing structures, such as the wind­ 
pipe, so that shortness of breath 
may be one of the symptoms of th* 
disease. In this condition, X-ray 
treatments are of little v alue. How­ 
ev er, surgical remov al of the af­ 
fected area of the thyroid gland 
reliev es the pressure and the condi­ 
tion rapidly subsides.

Symptoms That Are Produced 
By Inflamed Thyroid Gland 


Br HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M D. 
THOUGH goiter is by far the 
most common disorder of the thy­ 
roid gland, it ii not the only disease 
which can affect it. 
This butterfly-shaped gland at 
the base of the throat is also subject 
to inflammation which, in many in­ 
stances, may produce symptoms 
similar to those caused by toxic goi­ 
ter. Since, however, these disorders 
will not respond to the treatment 
for goiter, it is alway* necessary 
that they be correctly diagnosed 
before they can be dealt with suc­ 
cessfully. 
Root of Trouble 
One of th* conditions in which 
inflammation of th# thyroid gland 
occurs is known as subacute thyroid­ 
itis. Here it seems possible that an 
infection with a virus may be at 
the root of th* trouble. Symptoms 
include pain and tenderness in the 
thyroid gland, slight fever, and an 
increase in the sedimentation rate, 
which means that the blood cells 
settle out of th# blood faster than 
normal. 
There also may be symptoms like 


condition, the entire thyroid gland 
is usually involved. The disease 
starts gradually and again pro­ 
duces symptoms much like those in 
toxic goiter. The thyroid gland it­ 
self feels firm. This disorder also 
is treated with X ray. If X-ray 
treatments do not cause the condi­ 
tion to subside, an operation is per­ 
formed and a portion of th* thyroid 
gland removed. 
Affecta On# Sido 
Still another type of thyroid gland 
inflammation is called Riedel’s stru­ 
ma. This usually affecta only ono 
side of the thyroid gland, causing 
hard swellings. The gland is usually 
fastened to the surrounding tissues. 
In most cases, there is pressure of 
the thyroid gland on the surround­ 
ing structures, such as th* wind­ 
pipe, so that shortness of breath 
may be on# of th# symptoms of th# 
disease. In this condition, X-ray 
treatments are of little value. How­ 
ever, surgical removal of th# af­ 
fected area of the thyroid gland 
relieves th# pressure and th# condi­ 
tion rapidly subsides.
